The soy I tea ii is much used in Chi­ 
mbe chop suey restaurant* *nd forms 
Hie basis of tin* brown sauce served 
on Chines© restaurant tables. 
Yet a 
whole course dinner or tile equivalent 
for ii eau lie served from Hie soy bean 
in different 
forms, or the various 
courses can lie lumped together and 
served wit ti equally satisfactory hy­ 
gienic results in a single dub.
